I will 
tell you all about it when I get home. 


Oh. yes. I almost forgot to tell you 


that I have been slightly wounded 
with gas and am in s. hospital near 
Pans, bet it is a very slight case and 
I expect to go back to my company 
soon. 


On my way to the hospital with the 


other fellows. I asked one young lad 
what outfit he belonged to and where 
he was stationed and was surprised to 
leam that he belonged to the same 
outfit as Cousin Lynn Baker, and that 
he was stationed about 400 yards 
from my camp, where they had been 
fo.- several weeks, and I never knew 
it. I had written him a letter the day 
of the battle which started that night, 
which was left in my dugout with 
several others. 


:ow, dear Mother. I think I have 


said enough for this time and will 
wriie again soon. For God's sake, and 
mine, do not let this little thing worry 
you as I am all right and will be back 
again, in the fight soon.
